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FOLGER’S FINANCIERING. 
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He Proposes te Pursue a Bold and Vigorous Pelicy. 
NEw York, November 25,.—The Sun's Washington 
special says the friends of Secretary Folger an 
nounce that his management of the treasury de 
partment will be bold even to aggressiveness, They 
say the new secretary does not believe in the 
policy of locking up the enormuus surplus 
which the government is receiving day by 
day, and that he will put it all ont. The 
umount of money at the command of 
the secretary of the treasury, which cau be used for 
the purpose of redeeming the public debt, is very 
large, aud if Folger is to Yo as his friends say he in 
tends to do the cuuntry may look for a very impor- 
taut reduction of the debt withiu a short time, 
From thirty to fifty million dotlars could be used at 
the present time for this purpose, without crippling 
the treasury, so strong has it been made by its enor- 
mous receipts, These sime persous say Secreta 
Folger will not call for bonds, but will go inte the 
market and buy them. 

The annual report of the operations of the treas- 
ury of the United States for the fiecal year eud d 
June 30, 18s], bas been published. The receipts 
were $360,752, 292.67, and the expenditures $260,712 
&87.50, leaving an excess of $109,069 404.98, of which

A Leeture at the Unien League Club by the Kev. De 
A. DB. Mayo. 
New York Tribune. 

The Rev A. D. Maye lectured last night 
the theater ai the union league club on “Education 
in the Southern States, its Condition and Needs,"’ 
Among those present were the Rev. Dr. Henry W. 
Bellows, Dexte r A. Hawkins, Peter Cooper and thy 
Rey. Dr. 8. Lrenaens Prime. 

There are ten million young people, the speaker 
said, enrolled in schools in the northern states, who 
are being taught by nearly two hundred thousand 
teachers. The system of publie schools is very 
complete, and Tey’ hea its highest 4eve lopme nt is 
the west, where ii is supplemented by a university. 
it ix as good axvstem as any can he that rests upon 
the people, and it has all the merits and defects of a 
democr’y. There is no feature of American life 
that gives so mach promise for the future. In the 
nerth we are working earw<tly te eduente the 
MASSES. Every child has now a faiy ghance of being 


The close of the warsaw the complete destruction 
: pee the educations! system of the , whieh had 
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for ite purpose the instruction of the i ai 
classes. Schoois, academies and universities were 
shut up, aud their endowments destroyed. Ia the 
sixteen states there were sixteen schools on a good 
foundation. The government, after the war, had 
much confiscated property aud many good schools 
re built by the freedman's burean. Under the 
rule of the carpet buggers there wasan honest at 
tempt toertablish aachool system, but it failed 
because they were working In a country they knew 
nothing of. Butboth attempts did great good, for 
they etlueated the southern people. These people 
dida tremendousamount of thiuking between 1865 
aud 1870. The first thing they did, when they 
rewained their powers, was to establish a school 
Kyeteom ; mdi there is one now 

all the sixteen states in operation or on paper 

all except three states there a fair division 
tween the white and black people of the -school 
fund. Buteverfin West Virginia and Maryland 
the students do not get more than fouror tive 
months’ schooling yearly, and in the more south- 
ern states, taken asa whole, they do not get much 
nore than a year’s schooling ‘in a_ lifetime. 
The schools are not yet what they are in the north, 
berause the reigning classes and the professions do 
not favorthem unreservedly, and be ause there is 
no powerful press to sustain them, The fact that 
the attempt has been made is encouraging, and 
there ix material for teachers in the members of 
families made poor by the war, not to be found else 
where. 

The lack of a good system of schools has resulted 
in a degredation of labor, and an utter lack of 
skilledlabor. It has produced a host of ignorant 
voters. Justice demands thatthe north should help 
the south jin every possivle way to develop its 
schools, This must be done by de 
veloping these that it how hus in 
iis own way. The first thing needed 
ix eympathy. And then weshould help our south 
ern friends to establish schools by private gifts, and 
the government should aid them as it did the 
west. This work should be carried on c#re 
fully, but it should be carried on. The ed 
ucating of teachers very essential, and this 
can be done to great advantage by sehools in 
the south with very little money Pechate al and 
industrial schools should also be established, and 
the Capital must come for them from the north 
hy improving tue educational system of the south 
only cam we become one people
